cargo, to whomsoever belongings if any part

Hundred on the 11 th ^

ring the men by confinement and the bad 
p av ilio n s o f their goals.

T h e Decree itfelf occupies but two lines * 
but its preamble is extended, for the pur­

King, M ini, 
fter Plenipotentiary for the United States 
of America, for the information of his go­ 
vernment, that by a decree publiffied offici­ 
ally at Paris, it appears to have been d e ­ 
clared in the name of the French Directory 
that every perfon being a native of or ori­ 
ginally belonging to any neutral countries 
or to fuch as are in amity and alliance with 
the French ReDublic, who fhall bear any 
commiffion under bis majefty ; or who (hall 
form a part of the Crewe of any Britifii (hips 
of war or other veflels, (hould, on the proof 
of that faA alone, be confidcred and treat* 
ed as a pirate, and that it has been ordered 
that this refoloticn (hill be notified to tho 
neutral powers and thofe in alliance with 
France.
